CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH British farmers work are not compar- 
able #/many ways*to those experienced in Canada, and especially by farm- 
érs in the West. However, during the past few years there has been con- 
siderable exchange of information between the two countries on matters 
connected with agriculture, and parties of British agriculturists have visit-|.. . 
ed this country. Likewise representatives of Canadian farmers have been 
invited to the United Kingdom, The most recent of these visits took place 

-early this summer, when seven leading Canadian agricultural scientists, 
educators and administrators spent eight weeks in Britain, during which 
time they saw what is being done there in research, teaching and admin- 


istration of general policies and organization in agriculture, as well as the 
practical side of farming. 


e, At the close of the tour members of the party were 
Value Of Soil interviewea ana their impressions were summarized 
+ in an article released by the United Kingdom In- 
Is Emphasized formaton Service. The appreciation of the British 
farmers for the importance of handling ‘the soil properly. was noted by Dr. 
J. C. Berry, professor of animal husbandry at the University of British 
Columbia. Professor G. N. Ruhnke, Dean of Research at the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, also noted this fact and said “farmers in Britain look on 
livestock, crops and soils as an interrelated triumvirate, and have a deep 
respect for the importance of preserving soil fertility.’ The quality of |, 
British livestock and the large numbey of breeds there, and new develop- 
ments in farm machinery, especially Of the type suitable for fruit and 
vegetable farms, also impressed the visitors from Canada, 
‘ s,s * e . 
- The members of the mission were enthusiastic 
Praise Service avout developments in -agricultural research in 
Given Farmers Britain and especially with the speed with which 
practical preblems in farming can be referred to 
competent research authorities, There was ‘also approval of the advisory 
service which is available to British farmers. In an effort to produce as 
much as possible at home during the war..and during ‘the trying .economic 
situation which has developed since, Britain has made great progress in 
increasing production and generally improving the efficiency of agriculture. 
While farming conditions here are, for the most part, on a different scale 
from those carried on in Britain, Canadian farmers can gain from what 
has been learned over there in regard to soil preservation, livestock breed- 
ing, new types of machinery and other matters of interest to farmers in 
both. countries. On the other hand, British agriculture has no doubt re- 
ceived practical help from the visits of their farm representatives to this

SASKATCHEWAN 
HUNTING SEASON 
ALMOST UNCHANGED 


REGINA. — Saskatchewan's — hunt- 
ing seasons for 1949 will be held ap- 
proximately the same time as last 
year, Game Commissioner FE, L. 
Paynter said recently following a 
meeting of the provinee’s game ad- 
visory committee in Saskatoon. 

The committee recommended that. 
seasons and bag limits on migratory 
birds approximate those of last year. 
It suggested a season on prairie 
chicken in the northern part of the 
province with a “fair-sized” bag lim- 
it, and'a smaller bag limit for these 
and for hungarian partridge in the 
south, with no season ‘on. pheasant. 

A season for deer was recommend- 
ed for the north and east portions’ 
of the province, and one for antelope 
in the southwest. There is no final 


ecision on parnan Jand caribou. t 
‘there will définitely be no season 0} 


moose, elk ahd woodland caribou.
